CONSIDER the fundamental 
blem of the modern writer: to 
jocate and articulate values com- 
mon to us all In 8 world 
ented into sects, groups and 
ivate individuals.

{interest us in the acts of private 
people if they are merely random 
and only personally meaningful? 
After all, each of us has his own 
vate anomic hell, his own af- 
falrs and dull routines, 

One answer: tect the writer be 
committed, engaged, as the 
French say, political. But what if 
commitment, causes and politics 
have also become routine? If the 
time of state-building is past, and 
the rhetoric of communal needs 
and social demands has become a 
shop-worn ideology and dull 
cliche? Besides, newspaper 
headlines and TV's mobile 
cameramen highlight the scream- 
ing acts and Insane paradoxes of 
contemporary politics more vivid- 
ly than serious prose can. 

David Shahar has another 


angle. Behind the headlines,’ 


beneath the rhetoric and the 
diches, buried deep under the 
ideology, he sees human, in- 
dividual actions, motives, desires 
of greater than personal value. 

In Golden Honeymoon he 
presents us with a domestic com- 
edy that parodies the moves other 
writers make. Ideology is 
merchandized by a ludicrous 
spokesman, the cliches of state- 
building rhetoric are spoken by 
silly, useless, even malicious peo- 
ple who evade their respon- 
sibilities with these empty words; 
and in this world, politics becomes 
the difficultles of interacting at 
boring, elegantly-served dinner 
parties, with gull and self- 
important people.

His 
meditations mirror the history of 
his era, of Israel after the flush 
and heady excitement of its 
achleved independence. As he 
thinks about his own youth, he un- 
covers for us an ideologically 
polarized world — of Betar 
brothers and Hashomer alaters, 
where even love between men and 
women is based on political 
chaice. . ἢ :

He enjoys his leisure, he 
talks to strangers. Then, as his 
plan matures, we learn in detail of 
his effort to buy the favours of a 
woman — subtly, in a city 
manner, to make her his mistress 
by lavishing expensive gifts on 
her, 

This is a novel of surprises, 
however, and our hero suddenly 
finds himself willing to sell his 
mistress for favours from tmpor- 
tant people. He justifies this by go- 
ing through a long intellectual, 
even academic exercise in 
biblical interpretation, focusing 
on the encounter between 
Abraham and Sarah (called, for 
the occasion, his sister) and King 
Ab!imelech, and proves that, even 
for a patriarch, money-making is 
what life Js all about. 

How delicious then, in this long 
flirtation with the corruptiona of 
city life, with money, power, and 
sex, that a chance meeting leads 
him to his true honeymoon, to full 
private sexual pleasures, to the 
threshold of marriage and the 
abandonment of the seductions of 
urban lite, paralleling hia 
previous giving up of kibbutz 
habits. He becomes that miracle 
in the Israel of the '50s and '60s: a 
private individual, merely a per- 
son, 


SHAHAR'S NOVELL .la witty, 
realistic and ironic. There are 
marvellous encounters and 
perfectly rendered cityscapes 
here. The nove] revolves around 
two parties.

off a couple of rounds from his 
Sten to finish off his campaign of 
conquest, in a delicious conclusion 
to a lovely flirtation. 

An engaging rascal, this one, 
laughing, all the way to the bank 
at the 
parodies he has managed of the 
great phrases and resounding 
cliches that surround him. 

His real education, however, 
that which reverses his plans, 
comes on a bus ride from Tel Aviv 
to Jerusalem, when he glimpses 
the nature of true feeling. The 
values he uncovers and ultimately 
accepts come from the city he 
shows to hia new friend, who turns 
out, quite appropriately to the 
amall scale of Israeli society in 
those years, to be a woman_he haa 
heard much of before. It is with 
her that he discovers himself at 
his best. 


AROUND, behind, and un- 
derneath the day-by-day trivial 
events of this novel's world, 
Shahar articulates a source of 
common value. His setting carries 
meanings his characters don't ful- 
ly grasp. Like so much of his other 
work, this !s an ironic tale of 
Jerusalem, of the valuea and 
meanings lying in wait in this city. 

Some of these are focused in the 
figure of an Indian Jew whom the 
protagonist ‘meets outside his 
aunt's house. The Indian is a bit of 
an Oriental philosopher — we 
used to call them fakirs — who 
deeply believes in making do with 
little. He eats one meal a day, and 
doesn't aspire to hobnobbing with 
the elite. Nor docs he speak a 
great deal. Without pretensions, 
not a phony or a faker-like the 
rest, nor a thief or a bureaucrat 
taking advantage of his position, 
he is as still and as meaningful in 
his. meditative immobility and 


solid honesty as one of the city's -

Last week, the Censorship 
Board sent a sharp warning to the 
Lemon Popsicle’s distributor to 
press cinema owners to comply 
with the age restriction.

THE HEAD of the Nationa! Police 
Patrol Squad department, Nitzav- 
Mishne Binyamin Babiker, told 
me that the police have suggested 
that municipa] authorities make 
the renewal of a clnema’s annual 
business licence conditional on 
compliance not only with the fire 
and safety codes, but also with 
Censorship Board restrictions in a 
screening permit. 

I have questioned film dis- 
tributors, advertisers and cinema 
owners about recent specific 
violations of the age-limit code in

recur." 

Until such time as the cinema 
houses themselves are perauaded 
or forced to comply with the age 
restrictions, parents should 
realize that the ball lies in their 
lapa. 

Unfortunately, they cannot even 
rely on the film advertisements. 

In recent ads in this English- 
language newspaper, The In- 
timate Story of a Go-Go Girl was 
clearly labelled ‘Adults Only.” 
But ads for The Pom-Pom Girls 
and Bmmanuelle and The Oanter- 
bury Tales had no such labelling. 
A phone call to the box office to 
ask if the film is restricted is one 
possibility. All newspapers, in- 
cluding this one, could do their 
‘readers a big public service by in-. 
sisting that all film reviews and 
listings, even those in brief, in- 
dicate whether the film carries an 
age restriction,
